2. Claims 1, 3, 4, 6-32, 34-40, 42 are allowable. The restriction requirement among 
Species I thru Species V, as set forth in the Office action mailed on December 8, 2005, 
has been reconsidered In view of the allowability of claims to the elected Invention 
pursuant to MPEP § 821 .04(a). The restriction requirement is hereby withdrawn as 
to any claim that requires all the limitations of an allowable claim (i.e. claim 28).

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims in 
the instant application have not been rejected using prior art because no references, or 
reasonable combination thereof, could be found which disclose or suggest the base 
portion and the handle portion cooperating in such a manner as to enable a user to 
secure the handle portion In at least two predefined application positions relative to the 
base portion, in combination with claimed elements. The best prior art of reference 
appears to be the Stange DE 296 14 364 reference, however, Stange only describes 
one application position.
